All which their reſolutions they forthwith by 'a Meſſenger dil. | 
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in wordine of it, and limited with a Proteftation againſt, and a 
Command to, refiſt that Power whereby their Forces muſt be paid 
and ſupported, which if not anſwered and juſtified, would by a con- 
ſent to His Majdties offer, imply a declining of that power, which 
might indanger the Disbanding of their Army ; And if anſwered, 
would neceffarily have enforeed them to ſome {harpneſfe of lan- 
guage, Which the enemies of this Treaty would eafily take occaſion 
to quarrell at, and perſwade His Majeſtie to break-off ; which the 
Lord> and Commons, out of their hearty zeal to.bring it to a happy ' 
; concluſion, did purpoſely avoid. And therefore they did not oncly 
paſſe ty theſe Scandals, and unjuſt Accuſations laid: to their charge * - 
by that Meſſage, but purpoſely declined to enter into any diſpute of 
their power, for maintaining the Forces raiſed for their own necel- 
ſary defence. And therefore thought it belt to ſpend the remainder 
of the time in Treating upon the Propoſitions, and for that - 
end enjoyned their Committee, as muchas 1n them lay , to ha- 
ſten it, eſpecially that part touching the Disbanding, «which being 
concluded, would not only produce a temporary Ceffation, but an 
abſolute abolition of all a&s of hoſtility. The proceedings and ifſue of | 
-Which Treaty,the Lords and Commons think it neceffary to publiſh 
to the Kingberco the end the fincerity of their-endeavours,to pro-. . 
cure a happy ſettlement of theſe miſerable diſtractions may appear. 
When they perceived that the molt part of the time preſcribed 
for the Treaty was like to he ſpent about the Ceſſation, they gave 
power to their Committee in the mean time, to Treat upon the. 
Propoſitions in order as they had formerly: Voted, and therefore be- 
ginning with His Majcſties firſt Propofirion, whereby His Majdtic 
demanded, 7har his own Revenuc, Magazines, Towns, Forts and © 
Ships, Which hat bin taken or kept from him by force , ſhould be forth- 
With reſtored unto him. The Lords and Commons by their Commit- 
__ -; tee, made. him this humble Anſwer. Firſt, That as to hs. Revenue 
5 0 they had not mage uſe of it but in a ſmall proportion , and'a good part 
of that-was-imployed for the maintenance of his own.children,. according 
zo the allowance eftabliſzed. by kimſilf, that What ſhould' remain duc 
ta Hut: MajeFlie they would ſatisfic, and woutd leave the ſame to His 
Aajeftie ſor the time 36 come. Fhey likewik thereupon propound- 
eto His:Majcſtie, Thar he would reſtore what had” been taken for 
hu uſe, upon any of the Bills affigned to- other purpoſes , by ſeverall 
Ads. of Parliament , as out of the proviſoon made for the Wars of © 
teeland, which offer of theirs, after ſome debate thereupon _ > 
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the Committee; was thought reaſonable, and in effe& concluded. 
And'as to the Deniamnd of the Towns , Forts, and Ships, they in 
ſucſtance gave thi humble anſwer ; That they Wenld d:liver up 
ſuch us remained in their hands, into the hands of ſuch perſons of 
worth, qualitie, and truſt, to be nominated by His Majeſtic as 
the two Houſes of Parliament ſhould confide tn , none of which perſons 
to be removed during three yecrs next enſuing , without juſt cauſe to 
be approved of by $4 Houſet, That the Warden of the Cinque- 
Ports, and all Governours and Commanders of Towns, Forts, aud 
Caſtles , fhonld keep the ſame reſpefiively , for the ſervice of his 
Majeſtic, and the ſafetic of the Kingdom, and that they ſhould not 
admit into them any Forraign Forces , or any other Forres raiſed with- 
our His Majeſties zuthoritie , and conſent of the two Houſes of 
P arliament. © And they ſhould uſe their uittermoſt mdeavours to ſup- 


preſſe all Forces raiſcd Without ſuch authoritic and conſents and ſeize 
all Armes and Ammunition provided for any ſuch Forces, Unto 


which Offer of theirs His Maj.ſtie gave this conclafive Anſwer : 


That Hu Majtſtie did not intend that both Houſes of Parliament April 5. 


froul1 cxpreſſe their confidence of the perſons to whoſe truſt the Cinque» 
Ports, or other His AſaujeStics Townes and Forts, Were of ſhould 
be committed, but that they ſhould have libertie to proceed again## 
them according to Law; His Majeſtie claiming the nomination and 
free clection to belong to him of right. And to the Clauſe con- 
cernivg the admiſſion of Forces inte thoſe Forts, Caſtles, and 
Towns; His Majetie would conſent no further: theg theſe gene- 
rall tearms; That 1s, That no Forces raiſed or brought in, con- 
trary to LaW fuould be admitted, and that all Arms aud Anmy- 
Aition ſhoald be ſeized upon , which by the LaWes and Stitutes of the 
Kingdom they ought to ſeize. They made thelike Aniwer concern- 
ing the Ships , That they - ſhould be delivered into the hands of 
ſuch noble Perſon as His MajeStic ſhould nominate to be Lord bigh 
Admirall of England, and the two Howſts of P arlianientconfide in. 
To which offer His Majeſty refuſed His conſent,declaring His Re- 
ſolution to infift yupoti what by Law was His own(as HisMaj:ſty was 
pleaſed ro exprefeir,) and taken from Him ſhould be reſtored unto 
Him without any conditioning, or new Iymications to be pur upon 
 Himor His Miniſters. And now the Lords and Commons will reterre 
it to the world tojitdge, whither their demands were not ſuch, and 


ſo moderate, as was fitand neceſſary for them'to make, and juſt and

Fanuary 28, 1641, Heexprefleth thus, For the Forts and Caſtles of 
the Kingdom, tis Msj tie is refolved, they ſhall be in fuch hands, 
and onely in ſuch as the Parliament may ſafely confideitr, &c. Andin 
an other Anſwer to two Petitions of the Lords and Commons, des 
livered the ſecond of February, 1641, His Majelly uſeththeſe words, 
That (for the ſecuring you from all dangers or Fealoufies of any ) His 
Hajeſtie will be content to put in all theplaces, both of Forts and Milicia, 
in the ſeveral Connities, ſuch perſons « both Houſes of Parliament ſball 
either approve or recommend unto H.'m, So that you declare before unto Hy 
AM 1eſiy, the wame of the perſons whons you approve or recommend, unleſſs 


ſuch perſons ſhall be named, againſt Whom he ſhall have juſt and unque- 
ftionable exception;Which being declared by His Majeſty Himſelf, they 
had no cauſe to ſuſpeRt a deniall, being confident, that His Majelty. 


did intend what he ſpoke ; and if any ill Counſell could prevail to 
make Him recede from His word, it muſt be admitted the Kingdom 
hath more cauſe to be further ſecured. 

' Fourthly, For that to our ſad experience, it is well known, That 


His Majdlies power 1n this and other things, is too much ſteered 


and guided by the advice of theſe ſecret and wicked Councellors, 
that have been the Inſtruments of our preſent miſerics ; And though 
His Majelty carryeth thenime, yet they will have the diſpoſing of 
thoſe places; And the Lords and Commons thought it the more 
reaſonable and neceſſary to infift thereupon, Becauſethat in the time 
when they were preparing their Propoſitions to His Majeſty, it dig 
appeir unto them by a Letter written by His Mazcſty to the Q: 
(which they have cauſed to be herewith Printed) that the great and 


eminent places of the Kingdom vvere diſpoſed by her advice and. 


power, and what Her Religion is, and conſequeatly how preva- 
Icnt the Councells of Papiſts and Jeſuits will be with Her, may be

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- Taffty, admitting that theſe demands touching the Ships and 
Forts had been madeevenin atime of Peace and tranquility, -yct 
conſidering the attempts of Force and Violence made and practiſed 
againſt the Kingdom, and this prefent Parliament ; as the-Deſignes 
many yeers ſince to bring to this Kingdom the German Horſe, to 
compell the Subjed. to ſubmit to an arbitrary Government ; The 
indeayour to bring up the late North:rme Armieg: by force and vio- 
lence to awe the BE ument - His Ma cite coming in perſon to 
the Houſe of Commons , accompanied with many Armed men, 
to demand their Members to be delivered up; And the Treaſon 
of the Earle of Srrafford, to bring over the 7r:4 Popiſh Armie 
to Conquer the Kingdom ; -they might very well juſtifie , nay they 
were in dutie bound (in diſcharge of the truſt repoſed in them 
by the Common-wealth ) to make that Demand, and. expe the 
performance thereof, to the end the people might be ſecured from 
any ſich violence hereafter, yet (to their inexpreſsible ſorrow they 
mult ſpeak it ) neither the Reaſonableneſſ:, the Moderation, or Jult- 
nefſe of the Requeſt, nor the Peace of the Kingdom {which probably

Caſe they do not proceed onely vpon an implicite Faith , but de- 
nonſtrate it both by Reaſon and Experience, That th:ir demand is 
ot onely neecſſary. to ſecure th: Kingdom from Fear and joal»u(e, 
but to preſerve it even from rnine and deftrattton. 

And ſurely had this Argument of being Tier right by Law, 
been prevailing with His Majeſtics Predeceflours , this Nation 
ſhould have wanted many an Ad of Parliament which now they 
have, that was neceſſary for their being and ſubſiſtence. And they 
could heartily wiſh that the Lawes and Statutes of the Kingdom 
might be The rule of what ws , and what is nt to be don?, acKnow- 
ledging with His Majdtie, that the ſame is tie onely rule between 
Him and His people, the aflurance of the free enjoymgnt thereof is 
their onely aime ; but how little fruit the people hath gathered from 
this tree, let the wofull experience of thele laſt eighteen yeers judge, 
where, In a time of Peace and Plentie, the power of iſſuing 
out Commiſſions, to compell Loanes; A power in the King at 
His pleaſure 'to impoſe a chars: upon the people , to provide 
Ships, without limitation of time or proportion; A power 1n 
the Councell Board to commit men , and determine buſineſle 
without diſtinAion of perſons or cauſes ; The power of laying 
Impoſition , both upon Forreign and Domeſticke Commodities, 
and many other Acts of ——— , Was under the nameand co- 
lour of a Logall right thereunta, praftited and put in: execution g 


Againſt which, the Subje&t had no help of relict, but neccllitated 
to ſubmit and lie under the burden : And when at any time a Pai- 
lament was. called ( being the onely cure and remedie for thee 
gricts ) 1t could no. ſooner touch upon theſe fores, but jt was 
daſhed 1n picces by a ſudden diflolution.

{tles, and Fowns, they muſt- (till ſu>mit 4t to all 1ndiftrent 
judgements, how much reaſon andyuſtice was comprehended in 
their Demand, and how little fatisfa&tion they received therein : 
His Majdty anſwers, That no Forces raiſed or brought in contrary 
'to Law, ſhould be admitted ; which they could heartily wiih here- 
tofore had , or hereafter would be really performed : But they de- 
ſire it may be conſidered , What ſecurity this will beto the Kine- 
dom, to prevent the raiſing or bringing tn of Forces contrary ts 
Law ; who thall be Judges ot the Law, when thoſe Forces are 
enceraiſed, and once brought in? Surely His Ma «ty will not ac- 
knowledge the two Houſes of Parliament to be; for His Majdty 
by ſeverall Declarations, hath exprdly denyed them any ſuch 
power: For contrary totheir Declarations, fortified with Law 
and reaſon , His.Nayulty publiſhed and atfirmed the legallity of 
the Commiſſion of Array , and put the fame in execution in moſt 
parts of the Kingdom ; Hath authorized the Papiſts of the King- 
dom to take Arms to oppoſe the Parliament , and their Proceed- 
ings, and toro, ſpoy], and deprive the Proteſtants of this King- 
dom of their c{tates and lives ; Hath by divers Proclamations and 
Declarations publiſhed the raifing of Forces, and taking up of 
Arms by the tewo Houſes ef Parliament, and ſuch as therein 
obey their Commands, for ther own defence, and the defence 
of their Religion and Liberty aflaulted by an Army of Papilts, 
and their adherents, to be Rebellion and Treafon ; and the taking 
up of Arms by the Papiſts and «their adherents, to be afts of 
duty and loyalty ; And all this urged and pretended to be wat- 
ranted by the Law of the Land : And they do not doubt , but by 
the ſame Law, perſons legally impeached and accufed in Parliz- 
ment of high Treaſon ; as the Lord Digby, Maſter Percy , Maſter 
7ermyn , Maſter Oncale, and others, are by the Power of an Ar- 
my protected from the Juſtice of the Parliament : And yet all 
this while the people have not onely his Majdties promiſe, but His 
Oath, to govern and prote& them according to the Laws of the 
Land. And now they appeal to the world, Whether ſuch a 
generall Anſwer, That no Forces raiſed or brought in contrary to 
Law , without admitting them ſo much as to declare their con» 
hdence 1n the perſons that are to be entruſted with the Pawer , 
be juſt or reaſonable : Whar is 1t otherwiſe in effect, then to make 
thoſe perſons that are the Inſtruments to violate the Law, Judges

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of that Law ( which to our fad experience, is the wofull ang 
miſerable preſent condition of this Kingdom. 

And though, by what, had hitherto paſſed , they had little 
auſe to ſuſpect ſuch a happy 1fue to the Treaty as they heartily 
wiſhed, and moſt earndtly laboured for, diſcovering rot the 
leaſt jinclination of complyance to their juſt Demands, but »N, 
or moſt of them , anſwered with a denyall, andrhat not with- 
out ſome ſharpneſſe and acrimony ; yet refolving to be wanting 
1n nothivg of their -parts, they enjoyned their Committee to 
preſſe on the Propoſition: for disbanding , and humbly defire His 
Majeſties poſitive Anſwer thereunto ; which ( 1f afſented unto 
by His Majeſty ) would, thongh not wholly take away the 
cs8uſe,, and perfectly cure the diftratjors of this Kingdom , yet 
at leaſt take off thz ſmart and pain under which both Church 
and State do moſt miſerably languiſh , and ſo better enable them 
to endure the expectation of a thorow Core. 

The Committee applyed themſelves to His Majelty accord. 
ively ; and after ſome endeavour to protra& the devate of this 
Propoſition, and defire that 1t might be deferred to the conclu- 
tionof the Treaty ; and that the time of the Treaty m1ght be er:- 
larged ', His Majcſty being carneftly importnned to a poſitive 
and ſpeedy. Anſwer, to the end the Kingdom might know what 
they might traſt to, His Majſty was pleaſed to return this An. 
ſwer ; That as foon as His Majdty were fatisfied in His fitſt 
Propoſition, concerning His own Revenve, Magazines, Ships, 
and. Forts.. Secondly, as foon as all the Members of both Hou- 
ſes ſhall be reſtored to the ſame capacity of fitting _an 1 voting, 
in Parliament, as they had upon the fift of J:wnary, 1641, 
not intevding to extend 1t to the Biihops Votes , or to ſuch 
in whoſe. places, upon new ' Writs, new Elections have. 
been made. Thirdly, as foon as Hits Majeſty and -oth Houtsmight 
be ſecured from ſuch tumultuous afemblics as forinerty 2ffembled 
about both Houtfcs ; which ſecurity , His Ma;cſty explains, can -bc 
onely fctled by adjourning the Parlament to foine place twenty 
miles from London, His Majdity would c: nfert that zoth the Ar-- 
mics {hould be disvanded , and cone to the Parlizment ; which in 
terms plain cnou2h,is as much to {iy, Tat untill doth Honſes ſhall 


conſent to thoſe deinands, he will not &is:and His Ariny , Be will 


cantinie the Warre ; And what reafon or juſtice is citticr in the 
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matter ar manner of thoſe demands ; Or what hope or expeation 
the people can have to ſee an end of their preſent calamitics , they 
leaye it to themiclves to judge, His Majelty in the beginning of the 
Treaty, 18 His anſwer to the Propeſitions of both Houſes, was 
pleaſed to expreſſe how unparliamentary it was by Arms to require” 
new Laws : but how to apply that to the two Houſts of Parlia» 
ment , they muſt confeſkc they are to feek ; they never having de- 
manded any new Laws by Arms , endeavouring onely ( what in 
them lieth) to preſerve and defend themſelves, their Religion, and 
Laws, from the violence of an Army firſt raiſed againſt them ; 
w hich being laid down and disoanded, they offer to disband theirs, 
without any other condition. But they are well aflured , That-by 
this His Majelties Anſwer , here 1s not onely a requiring of new 
Laws, but a repcaling of the old, by Arms : For His Majeſty muſt 
have this Parliament adjourned to another place ; which by a Sta- 
tute made this preſent Parliament , cannot be done,, without the 
confent of both Houſes. He myſt have the Members diſabled to ſit 
there by the reſpetive judgement of both Houſes, reſtored to their ' 
former capacity of fitting and voting, or he will not. conſent te 
dis>and. And how ddtrudtive te the Liberties of the Parliament, * 
and dangerous to the Kingdom theſe Conditions required. by His: 
Majelty to precede the disbandiag, are, any man: that hath an eye to 
ke, may eallly difcern : As firſt, To fatisfie his firſt Propoſition, in 
yeelding up the Magazines, Ships, and Ferts, into the hands of :ſach 
perſons as His Maj:ſtic thall appoint to receive the fame, without - 
any admiſſion to the two Houles to expreſſe ther confidence in 
thoſc perſons : which being pertormed , wereto yeeld up the prin- 
cipall part, 1f not all the {trength they have, and expoſe them- 
ſives, Religion, and the Kingdein , to the merey of a powerfull 
Popiſh Army raiſed againft them ; and ſubmit it to them, and to 
the will and pleaſure of thoſe Councellors , whole intercſt 
with Bis Majclty , hath breuzht this Kingdom to this defolate 
condition , whether they would disband or not. Secondly , To 
fatisfhe Him in His Propoſitton touching His Revenue, wherein He 
demands areſtitntion of what hath been taken from Him : Which 
(though it would prove no conſiderable Sam, yet the time that the 
exammatien and agreement upon the accompt, would neceſſarily 
take vp , would proveſuch, as might very well make the King- 
dom {;nk under he burden of two. Armics,, tefore it came to a 


cancluſion, 
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- eencluſfion. And tonching His Vale requiring a reſtitution 
of the Members to their fitting, and Votes ; It is o5ſervable that 
\ the demand is made , without diſtin&ion of perſons, or offences ; 
fo that be the perſons never fo criminous, or the off-nces never fo 
notorious, and fo the Judgement never fo juſt, yet all muſt be re- 
ftored, or No confent to dis>anding. And the reaſon and ground 
of the Demand is as o{crvable ; B<cauſe they adhered to His Ma- 
- jeſty in theſe diltraftions : An Argument, they muſt confefſe, much 
uſed by the Earl of Srraffor, in defence of his Treafon, who would 
have juſtified the moſt notorious Crimes laid to his charge, by Au- 
thority and Coinmands derived from Hs Majeſty, and his zeal to 
advance His Majcties Service and profit : And no doubt the ſame 
reaſon may be uſed for the Judges, in caſe of Ship-money, ”and-moſt 
of the Monopoliſts ani Projeftors, who by Letters Patents 
had not enely His Majdtics Command and Authority for the doing 
| what they did, but brougat in great Suns of Money to His uſe 
and benefit, and that perhaps 1n tlines of neceffity and want there- 
of « And fo confequently, becauſe theſe adhered to His Majdity, 
(for what they 1d, was for his profit ) with the like reaſon it may 
be required, That all Impeachments and Proceedings againſt then 
fhould be repealed , and laid afide. 

And furely nothing ean be more deſtructive and dangerous both 
to Parliament and Kingdom , then the conſenting to that De- 
mand : For what can be more dcftru tive to both Houfes, then 
to reſtore thoſe perſons to have their former ſuffrage and Votes 
in Parliament , over the lives and Liberties of the People, and 
the Priviledge of Parliament, who have not onely differted the 
Parliament, difoveyed and contemned their Authority , negle&- 
ed the Truſt repoſed in them by thoſe that ſent them thither, in 
whofe behalf they were to attend and ſerve there, but ty private 
practiſes and opea hoſtilicy have endeavoured to deftroy both Par- 
hiament and people. 

And it would ve an objxftion of difficultie to anfwer , whe. 
ther ta gtving a confent to this demand, the peopl= who -are- to 
chnfe theſe Members thould not be deprived of their incer ft and 
freedom of choice andcteftion now divolved unto them , by put- 
tirg ont the Members already fent ; And to this they might add, 
the darger of the Preſident , and the rfletion of diſhonour th:t 
would tall upon Loth Houtes, ſhould they conſent to this which 
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. vould be with the ſame breach, as it were ; to give and re- 


peal their judgement , and pronounce ſentence of injuſtice and 


_raſhaeſſe againſt themſelves ; but they will not infiſt thereupon 
'in a caſe otherwiſe fo full of danger and inconveniencie to the 
- pu-lique, 


And touching the Propoſition of adjonrning the Parliament 


twenty miles diſtant from Z9ado2, they ſhall not nced in a caſe 
ſo apparant, to ſpend many words to diſcover the inconveniens 


cic and unreaſonableneſie th.reof, for , ſhould: they afſent unto it, 
to paſſe over the 1nconveniencies that would happen to ſach per- 


ſons that ſhould have occaion to attend the Parliament , by re- 


moving it {o far from the refidencie of the ordinary Courts of 
inſtice, and the places where the Records of the Kingdom re- 


main ( whereof there is frequent aſe to be made ) it . would not 
 onely give 4 tacite confſciit” to thoſe ſcandals fo often prefled and 
attirmed in fcyerall Declarations, That is; That His Majdtie 


was forced for the ſafetie of His own perſon heretofore to with- 
draw, and hitherto to aſcent himſclf from the Parliament, which 


' both Houlcs can oy no means admit , but mult ftill deny. But 


Lkewiſe- to that high and dangerous aſperſion of awing the Mem- 
bers of this Parlainent, raifted without douvt , purpoſely to in- 
valide the Acts and proccedings thereof, And by that engine, 
in caſe the Popith Armic {hould prevail againſt the Parliament, 
(which they trult God in his goodnefſe will never permit ) to 
overturn and nullife all the good Lawes and Statutes made this 


' Parliament. 


1 ; 
And it would give too much countenance to thoſe unjuſt aſpeſir- 


ons laid to the charge of the City of Londa,whoſe unexſampled zeal 
and fidelity to the true Proteſtant Religion , and the Liberty of this 
kingdom is never to be forgotten, That His Afajeſty and the Members 


of both Houſes eainor with ſafety to their perſons refiae there ; 
when as thcy are wellafſured , That the loyalty of that City to 
His Majdty , and: their afftions to the Parliament , 1s ſuch, 
as doth equall , if not exceed, any ' other place or City it: the 
Kingdom : And with what fſafcty the two Houſes can fit in 
'any other place, when even 1n the place they now reſide, the 
Hou'e of Commons was 11 apparent danger of violence, when 
"His Majcltie , accompanied with ſome hundreds of. armed men, 
came thither to demand their Members, let the world judee. 


And 
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And now the Lords and Commons muſt appeal to the 
judgement of all impartiall men, Whether they have not uſed 
ther utmoſt and moſt faithfull endcavonrs to put an end to the 
aiſtractions of this Kingdom, and to reſtore it to a bleſſed and 
lafting Peace ; And whether their Propoſitions ( being the way 
thereunto ) were not ſuch as were reaſonable and neceſfary for 
them to' make, and jult and Honourable for His Mazdty to 
grant ; And whether His Majclttes Antwer to theſe Propofiti- 
ons , are fatisfactery , or correſpeMicnt to His Expreflton, 
To have giver up all the faculties of His ſoul to an earneſt eadravonr 
of a Peace and Reconciliation With His Pcopls:But they mult contefte, 
that they had juſt cauſe to ſuſpet , That this would be the hap- 
py iflue of the Treaty ; for the prevalency of the enemies thereof, 
who like that evill-ſpirit , do melt rage when they think they mult 
be caſt out, was ſuch, that they would not proceed therein one ſtep, 
without ſome arf&empr or provocation layd in the way to interrupt 
and break it off; for after tney had reſolved to preſeat their hum- 
ble defires and propoſitions to His N.ujilty , their Committee muſt 
not without a ipeciall fate conduct and Prote&ion from Him have » 
accefle to Him, { a liberty incident to them, not only as they arc 
Members of the Parliament, and employed by both Houſes, but as 
they were free born Subjects ; and yer when they paſſed over this, 
His Majeſty refuſed a fate condn&t to theLord ViſcountSay and Seal, 
| being one of the Committeeappoinred by both Houſes to be em- 
Ployed upon that occaſion, ſuch a. breach of priviledge thar they be- 
teeve is not to be paralelled by the example of former times , and 
yet their deſire was ſuch to obtain the end they drive at, (that is a 
happy and laſting peace ) That they reſolved nor to interrupt the 
1 reaty for that time by inſiſting upon it. And then they had no 
ſooner entred upon the Treaty, but a Proclamation dated at O-x9z 
the 16 of February, 1642, entituled His Majeſties Proclamation, 
forbidding all His loving Eubzefs, and dhe Counties of Ker, 
Surrey, Suſſex, and Hampſhire to raiſe any Forces, &c. And an- 
other Proclamation dated the 8 of February. forbidding the afſe(- 
fingand payment of all Taxes by vertue of an Ordinance of both 
Houſes, and abl entring into Afociations, were publiſhed in His 
Majeſties Name, containing moſt bitter invectives and ſcandalls a- 
94inſt the proceedings of both Houles, by ſtiling them and ſuch as 


obcyed them, Traitors, and Rebels, charging them under the —_ 
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of Brownifts, Anabaptiſts,and Atneilts,to endeavour to take away 
the Kings life, and to deſtroy His Yoſterity, the Proteſtant Rehli- 
gion, and the Laws of the Kingdoms , with many other fuch ſcar- 
dalis and aſpe:ſions ; and even at this time were many deſigns pra- 
Qing agaii ft the Parliament, which in all prodability were. the 
srounds and reaſons of His Maj-t:es confidence and deniall 
of their iuſt defize, Infomuch, That His Majeſty ina Letter feat 
from Him to tne Pueen, and read in the Houie of Commons, 
did declare, That He had fo many fine deſigns layd open to Him, 
that Ke knew not whicfiift ro underiake. One whereof proba- 
bly was the mcſt bloody and barbarous defign upon Br:ftok at- 
tempted (though by Gods infiaice mercy prevented) durmg the 
Treaty. And. whether that of Sir Hugh Cholnl:ys in betraying of 
Scarberogrh Caſtle, wherwith he was entruſted by the Parliament, 
to the Puecens hands, and ated likewiſe during the Treaty. And 
that of KillinoWorth Caſtle, which ſhould have been likewiſe be-. 
trayed, and a deſign diſcovered by-a Letter found in the Earle of 
Northamptons pocket, flain ncere Stafford, written to him from 
Prince Ryperr, were ſome of the other deſigns mentioned in His 
Majcſties Letter, ihey cannot certainly affirm, but conjefture. And 
when this collaterall provocations and attempts could not prevaile 
to make them deſert the Treaty , then comes in His Majclties Meſ- 
ſage of the fourth of e4pri/, which they have mentioned before, 
charging them to abuſe the people with imaginary dangers, and 
pretended fears, to uſe force and Rapines upon His good Subjects, 
with publiſhing new do&rines, That it is unlawfull tor the King to 
do any thing, and lawtull to do any thing againſt Him, with malice 
and ſnbttity ro abuſe the people, that their pleafure is all their 
bounds ; with many other ſuch bitter exprefiions, that no man 
could think ſuch an Anſwer could be any part of a Treaty, or at 
leaſt ro proceed from a hearr that deſired a happy iffue thereunts. 
Notwithitanding all which, the Lords and Commons were fo refo- 
lutely fixed to proſecute that Treaty , and ( if poſhivly they could) 
to bring it to a bleſſed and happy concluſion, that they were con- 
tent to lye under all theſe ſcandalls, and endure all theſe wounds, 
{o they might make up the breaches of the Common-wealth ; And 
therefore they did forvear the returning of an Anſwer to any of 
theſe vrovocations, And then when that Malignant and Popiſh 
party (too too. prevalent with His Majeſty ) perceived their con- 
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ſtancie, not to be provoked to break that Treaty of their part,they 
found it necefſiry to ſeduce His Majeſty to retuke His conſent to- 
their moſt neecſſiry and jult deſires, and to propound ſuch things 
425 could not with the peace and fafety of the Church and State be 
yeelded to, and fo effeted their own defires. All which, The 
Lords and Commons thought it their duty to publiſh to the King- 
dome, to the end that they may ſee that what hath been long en- 
deavoured by ſubrill and ſecret practiſes, is now reſolved to be c+- 
feed by open violence and heftility ; That is, the deſtruction of 
our Laws, and the Proteſtant Religion, and introducing of Popery 
and Superftition ; and that there is little or ne hope by any endea- 
vour of a Treaty to procure the peace of this Church and King- 
dom, unleſle both be expoſed to the will and pleaſure of the Popiſh 
party, untill the Army apd forces now raiſed and continued by 
them, be firſt deſtroyed or ſuppreſied. And therefore the Lords and 
Commons do hope, that not only ſach asarealready convinced of 
their deſigne and malice; but even thoſe that by their ſuvtile and falfe 

retences have been 1gnorantly ſeduced to joyn with them, that love 
ther Liberty and the Proteſtant Religion, will now with one heart 
and minde, unite together, to preſerve their Religion and Liberty. 
In the defence whereof, The Lords and Commons are reſolved te 
oftr up themſelves, their lives and fo: tunes, a willing Sacrifice.
